Casey County schools celebrate 
K-PREP rating improvement 

Casey High and Liberty Elementary score distinguished 


What is K-PREP? 

Beginning in 2011-12 the Kentucky General Assembly enacted 
a bill, requiring public schools to undergo a new assessment 
named the Kentucky Performance Rating for Educational Prog¬ 
ress. Schools receive an overall score from 1 to 100 based on their 
accomplishments in specific areas, as well as a percentile rank 
among schools statewide. Schools are also graded on their abil¬ 
ity to meet their individual Annual Measurable Objective goals 
and are given one of the following statuses; Distinguished, pro¬ 
ficient, and needs improvement. The AMO is calculated by the 
state and represents how much adequate growth schools should 
show in a year's time. Subjects such as mathematics, reading, 
language mechanics, science, social studies, and writing are as¬ 
sessed across the district.

The scores are in and the 
Casey County School Dis¬ 
trict once again proves their 
mission statement, “Excel¬ 
lence Keeps Moving.” 

Casey Superintendent 
Marion Sowders said he 
and the district began cel¬ 
ebrating on Friday after re¬ 
sults from the state assess¬ 
ment illustrated an overall 
district score of 71.7, up 
from last year’s 68.8. 

“We are very excited,” 
Sowders said. “All of our 
district schools made sig¬ 
nificant gains this year.” 

Sowders said Casey 
County remains a profi¬ 
cient district, falling short 
of the distinguished rating 
by only .2 percent. 

“Last year we were in the 


top 16 percentile and now 
we are in the top 11 percen¬ 
tile,” Sowders said. 

Not only did the district 
move into the top 11 per¬ 
centile overall, the district 
made it into the top 10 per¬ 
cent in the state for college 
and career readiness. 

Diligence and dedication 
are what Sowders believes 
to be the reason behind such 
improvements this year. 

“Hard work pays off,” he 
said. “The district met our 
AMO (Annual Measurable 
Objective) goal as well.” 

As far as individual 
school scores, Casey Coun¬ 
ty High School and Liberty 
Elementary School were 
both rated distinguished. 
Walnut Hill Elementary 
and Jones Park Elemen¬ 
tary were rated proficient 
and Casey County Middle 


School was rated “needs 
improvement-progress¬ 
ing,” with a 64th percentile 
ranking across the state. 

“Our middle school was 
only .8 percent away from 
making the proficient rat¬ 
ing,” Sowders said. “We’re 
going to get there, it’s just 


going to take a little more 
hard work.” 

District Assessment Di¬ 
rector and former Liberty 
Elementary School Prin¬ 
cipal, Boyd Harris, left his 
post on a proud note after 
LES was deemed distin-

Valuation Administrator 
Eric Brown’s office is going 
to be relocating, but not far, 
just across the street. 

In Monday’s meeting, 
magistrates approved Judge- 
Executive Ronald Wright’s 
recommendation to pur¬ 
chase the vacant building 
belonging to Jerry Foster 
located at 133 Courthouse 
Square. 

Appraised at $125,000, 
the 5,500 square foot, two 
story building will give 
Brown’s staff room to 
move about and expand,

Phoenix 
woman uses 
tombstones in 
local genealogy 
research

A woman with ties to 
Casey County has adopted 
an unlikely group of people 
— those buried in cem¬ 
eteries scattered around the 
county. 

Phoenix, Ariz. resident 
Rochelle Riordan travels 


to Casey County twice a 
year to search out and find 
cemeteries and then take 
photos of the gravestones 
she finds. 

“My passion is geneal¬ 
ogy. I got started in 1972 
doing genealogy but I came 
to Casey County about nine 
years ago and I wanted to 
do some research and I 


found that a lot of my an¬ 
cestors were buried in the 
Antioch Christian Church 
Cemetery. I took pictures 
of the entire cemetery,” 
Riordan said. 

Riordan said that her 
great-grandfather, Thomas 
Owens, was born in Casey 
County but moved to Au- 
rura, Ind., where he later 
died. 

In tracing her family 
roots back to Casey Coun¬ 
ty, Riordan said that she 
discovered she’s related to 
many of the Owens, Bal- 
docks, and McDonalds 
who live here. 

Riordan has visited 
about 300 cemeteries in 
Casey County and taken 
more than 34,000 photos of 
tombstones, some of which 
she has posted online. 

“I found a Web site called 
www.findagrave.com and 
they were asking people 
to adopt a county to be in 
charge of getting the stones 
photographed,” she said. 

Many of these cemeter¬ 
ies are located in remote 
sections of the county, of¬ 
ten in woods where they’ve 
all but been forgotten. 

Local residents Arlen 
and Brenda Sanders, along 
with Mike Dennis, Stan 
Coffman, and Conrad and 
Regina Baldock assist 
Riordan in finding the cem¬ 
eteries and clearing away 
brush and debris to find the 
stones.

I re¬ 
alize the vendors attract a lot 
of visitors to this event but I 
do believe local businesses 
and the handicapped should 
be taken into consideration 
when planning for this and 
other events.

Apple Festival should stay downtown 


I would like to reply to 
Joberta Well’s column in 
last week’s paper, “Tell me 
why?” 

First, I cannot tell anyone 
why the Casey County Ap¬ 
ple Festival has not moved 
to the Ag/Expo Center, but 
I can tell you why it should 
not. 

There is a history of fes¬ 
tivals that no longer exist, 
such as Railroad Days in 
Junction City, Old Fashion 
Days in Monticello, one in 
Shepherdsville, and a few 
more across the state that 
slip my aging memory. 

For years all of these 
events were very success¬ 
ful street festivals. Then 
something happened. They 
moved from the downtown 
streets to city or county 
parks or other areas deemed 
suitable for such events. 

Almost immediately at¬ 
tendance began to suffer and 
this set off a downward spi¬ 
ral that eventually doomed 
the events. As attendance 
faltered vendor attendance 
began to fall off. This trend 
continued for three or four 
years, until even the local 
groups such as fire depart¬ 
ments, churches and schools 
stopped attending. At that 
point the festivals died. 

My wife and I were at the 


last Old Fashion Days in 
Monticello a few years ago 
and it was pathetic. To my 
knowledge it has not been 
revived. 

There is something about 
being able to walk the down¬ 
town streets that folks like. 
Walking around a park or 
field just does not conjure up 
the same festival spirit. 

As for the inconvenience 
it may cause the downtown 
businesses, I would think it 
would be a good opportu¬ 
nity to promote their busi¬ 
ness. I can remember when 
the festival first moved to 
downtown and almost ev¬ 
ery storefront was occupied 
with a retail business, and 
many joined in the festivi¬ 
ties by setting up booths in 
front of their stores. Today, 
it’s sad to say, but one can 
count the downtown retail 
stores on one hand, and they 
need all the promotion they 
can get. 

So, Joberta, move the 
Apple Festival to the Ag/ 
Expo Center if you will, 
but I would predict its total 
demise within three to five 
years.

Youth is just a memory, 
middle age is gone — hello 
joint pain, hair, sight, and 
hearing loss, prescription 
medications, and a host of 
other maladies.

At almost three hours 
a day, that’s just under 20 
hours a week. Couple that 
with time on Facebook on 
the computer, smartphone,

guished, as well as in 95th 
in the state-wide percen¬ 
tiles. 

“That makes three years 
in a row,” Harris said, “so 
we’re very pleased with 
that consistency.” 

As far as the bigger pic¬ 
ture, Harris said all schools 
showed improvement, 
which is demonstrated by 
the fact that the district is 
now in the 89th percentile 
in the state, up from 84th 
last year. 

“Every school met their 
AMO goals,” Harris said, 
“So that was a great thing 
as far as district numbers. 
We are feeling really good 
about the overall scores. Of 
course there will be some 
areas that we’ll have to ad¬ 
dress, so we’ll get busy on 
those things.” 

Sowders said the efforts 
of every school really came 
through and they will use 
the assessment to continue 
to build upon their success. 

“With the data being re¬ 
leased, we’ll immediately 
begin meeting with our 
staff to analyze the data 
and figure out what went 
well and what needs to be 
improved. Once we iden¬ 
tify those areas of improve¬ 
ment then we’ll have a 
specific plan to address it. 
But our vision statement is 
‘Keep Excellence Moving’ 
and I think we really dem¬ 
onstrated that.” 

CCHS Principal Josh 
Blevins earned some brag¬ 
ging rights as well after 
the school improved their 
2012-13 overall score of 
69.9 by 5.6, to 75.5. CCHS

cide” and she set them 
aside for further research. 

“I started looking up the 
newspaper stories that went 
with these. There are close 
to 100 homicides (1911- 
1953) in Casey County and 
I probably have 35 stories 
and follow-ups if they were 
convicted and sent to pris¬ 
on,” she said. 

Riordan said that the li¬ 
brary doesn’t have some 
of the newspapers during 
this time period and those 
newspaper stories about 
murders might be lost for¬ 
ever. 

Riordan started a Face- 
book page, Casey County, 
Kentucky, where she’s 
posted some of the death 


certificates and correspond¬ 
ing newspaper stories. 

Riordan, 61, and retired 
from a position in the nu¬ 
clear medicine field, said 
that even though her hobby 
is addictive, it’s also one 
that others appreciate. 

“I get so much apprecia¬ 
tion from people all over 
the United States who’ll 
write and thank me for tak¬ 
ing a picture of their grand¬ 
father’s grave that they’ve 
never seen because they 
don’t live here,” she said.

Harrodsburg police are investigating 
written threats found in a men’s room 
stall at Mercer County Senior High 
School. 

Principal Malissa Hutchins immedi¬ 
ately notified parents of the incident after 
staff were notified of a threat to “shoot 
up the school,” Superintendent Dennis 
Davis added.

The district also is reviewing its own dis¬ 
ciplinary policies for additional action, 
he added. 

“To me, this is about as serious as it 
gets,” David said.

Chris Howlett was at a soccer game when 
someone told him about the fire. 

“I think the trailer might be salvage¬ 
able, but the structure itself will have 
to be demolished and rebuilt,” Howlett 
said. 

The pastor added that he believes the 
church will still be able to have its living 
nativity this year. 


Former UK player falls over 
railing at stadium

A former University of Kentucky of¬ 
fensive lineman became so excited after 
UK’s game-winning fourth-quarter inter¬ 
ception and touchdown Saturday that he 
caught his foot on a step, lost his balance 
and went over the railing of the upper 
deck of Commonwealth Stadium, a wit¬ 
ness said Sunday. 

Jay Blanton, a spokesman for UK, said 
Brad Durham was in serious condition at 
UK Chandler Medical Center. 

Durham allegedly fell 35 to 40 feet 
onto the lower level of the stadium. 

Dan Forcum, a high school athletics 
trainer from Cincinnati, was sitting in 
Section 206, where Durham fell. 

Durham and some friends were sitting 
in the front row of the upper deck, and 
Forcum and his son were sitting in the 
row directly behind them, he said. 

Forcum said Durham and everyone in 
the stadium got to their feet during the 
interception-tumed-touchdown that gave 
UK a 45-38 win over the University of 
South Carolina. 

“He stepped up on the landing,” 
Forcum said. “He was facing the crowd,” 
with his back to the field. “And there was 
a step there, and he was jumping up and 
down. He caught his foot on the step, 
which knocked him off balance, and 
he started to go backward over the rail. 
“I tried to grab his sweatshirt or his belt,” 
Forcum said. 

But Durham already was starting to 
fall backward. Gravity took over, and 
Durham slipped from Forcum’s grasp. 

According to a UK media guide, Dur¬ 
ham is 6 foot 4 inches and weighed 310 
pounds his senior year at UK in 2010. 
Durham played at UK from 2007 to 
2010. The Rockcastle County High 
School graduate was on the Southeast¬ 


ern Conference Academic Honor Roll in 
2008 and 2009. According to the 2010 
UK football media guide, Durham ma¬ 
jored in agricultural economics. 


Typo error creates problems 
for City of Hodgenville

A typographical error in a tax rate cal¬ 
culation created several problems for the 
City of Hodgenville. 

City Council voted Sept. 8 to increase 
the tax rate, accepting the compensating 
rate of .132 (13.2 cents) per $100 as¬ 
sessed valuation of taxable real property 
and tangible personal property. 

During an attempted second reading of 
the tax ordinance on Sept. 22, an audi¬ 
ence member pointed out an error in the 
document - a missing zero. 

That mistake created a ripple effect. 
More special meetings were scheduled 
before the end of the month to enact the 
correct compensating rate (which would 
bring in the same revenue as last year). 

On Thursday, the council had first 
reading of an ordinance setting the tax 
rate at .128 (12.8 cents) per $100 as¬ 
sessed valuation of taxable real property 
and tangible personal property. 

“Most people won’t notice any differ¬ 
ence on their tax bill,” said Mayor Kenny 
DeVore. 

The rate will bring in about $900 more 
to the city than last year. 

Tom Rossi, who is running for a seat 
on city council, questioned the legality of 
the meeting, as there was no notification 
of it in The LaRue County Herald News. 
DeVore said the media and council mem¬ 
bers had received 24 hours notice as is 
required by the Open Meetings Act. 

Linda Ireland, editor of the Herald 
News , confirmed the weekly newspaper 
had received proper notice of the meeting. 
The second reading of the ordinance was 
held and will take effect after publication 
in The LaRue County Herald News. 


Commissioner: Education 
moving in right direction

The Kentucky Department of Educa¬ 
tion just released the third year of results 
under the Unbridled Learning College/ 
Career-Readiness for All accountability 
model, and while we still have much 
work to do, the data show we are moving 
in the right direction and there is much 
reason to celebrate. 

The eyes of the nation have been fo¬ 
cused on Kentucky since we became the 
first state to adopt new English/language 
arts and mathematics standards, as man¬ 
dated by Senate Bill 1 (2009). While we 
saw a big drop in student performance 
that first year, as expected due to the 
increased rigor of the standards, we are 
starting to see some significant progress, 
as predicted, in student performance evi¬ 
denced by results on the Kentucky Per¬ 
formance Rating for Educational Prog¬ 
ress (K-PREP). Kentucky students are 
proving to the rest of the nation that the 
standards are working and helping to bet¬ 
ter prepare them for college and careers. 

Since teachers first taught the new 
Kentucky Core Academic Standards in 
the 2011-12 school year, the percentages 
of students performing at the Proficient 
and Distinguished levels in reading and 
mathematics are up between two and 
nine percentage points, with the largest 
gains coming at the elementary level, 
followed by middle school. Gains at the 
high school level, however, have not 
been as strong and, in fact, are nonexis¬ 
tent in math. We believe there are several 
reasons for this. 

First, we have only one test in reading 
and one in math at the high school level 
through our End-of-Course system. Sec¬ 
ond, these classes are not as well aligned 
with the new standards as those at the 
earlier levels. And finally, students have 
not benefited from the strong founda¬ 
tion laid by more rigorous coursework in 
elementary and middle school, so there 
may be some learning gaps. We will be 
addressing all of these issues in coming 
months. 

We also saw some positive news with 
our student groups that traditionally un¬ 
derperform compared with their peers. 
The percentage of students in this “gap 
group” (African American, Hispanic, 
Native American, special education, 
poverty and limited English proficiency 
students) scoring at the top levels of 
Proficient or Distinguished is up in most 
cases from when we implemented Unbri¬ 
dled Learning three years ago. Granted, 
we still have a long way to go, but we are 
moving in the right direction. 

In addition, the four-year high school 
graduation rate is up from 86.1 percent in 
2012-13 to 87.4 percent in the 2013-14 
school year - another positive move.

Halloween serves as one 
of the most popular holi¬ 
days among children. In 
fact, the U.S. Census Bu¬ 
reau estimates that more 
than 40 million children will 
participate in trick-or-treat 
activities this year.

Alma Vida Weddle was featured in a news article in the late 1950s for being one of Casey County's top 
homemakers. This picture shows Weddle standing in the kitchen of her new home, which she furnished 
using skills she learned in a local Homemakers Club. Weddle had made nine pairs of draperies and 23 
pairs of curtains for herself and friends. She also sanded and finished woodwork in her home, and refin¬ 
ished a piano, chair and bed. The article stated that Weddle made most of her own clothes and some for 
her boys, Ronald and Chris. She also canned and froze garden food and meat to last the winter. Accord¬ 
ing to the article, Weddle, had served on the county Homemakers Council, was a district representative 
of the County Extension Council, and was also a former county president. She was also a 4-H Club leader 
and treasurer of Walnut Hill Baptist Church at the time. Weddle is the wife of Rupert C. "R.C." and the 
couple still lives in the Walnut Hill area.

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Two former Casey residents to be tried on murder charges

Murder cases against three 
Campbellsville residents are 
continuing to move toward 
a jury of their peers deciding 
their fate.

Durham, formerly of Eads 
Street, was charged with kill¬ 
ing Elizabeth Arinsmier with 
a hammer. He has pleaded 
not guilty to murder, which 
carries a sentence of as much 
as life in prison. 

On Sept. 30, Durham’s 
attorney, C.B. Bates of the 
Department of Public Ad¬ 
vocacy in Columbia, said he 
would like to schedule a con¬ 
ference for Oct. 21, six days 
before his client is scheduled 
to face jurors at trial. 


Bertram said the prosecu¬ 
tor, Commonwealth’s Attor¬ 
ney Shelly Miller, is check¬ 
ing on lab results in the case. 
Other than that, the attorneys 
said, the case against Dur¬ 
ham is ready to be presented 
to the jury.

Kentucky State Police employee cracks cold case 


Due to the diligent ef¬ 
forts of a Kentucky State 
Police civilian employee, 
a 30-year-old missing 
persons’ case has been 
solved. 

In May of 2014, the 
KSP Automated Finger¬ 
print Identification System 
(AFIS) Section received 
prints from a 1984 death 
investigation from Dr. 
Emily Craig, Regional 
Systems Administrator 
with the National Missing 
and Unidentified Persons 
System (NamUs). 

The prints had been sub¬ 
mitted to the Jefferson Co. 
Sheriff’s Office and the 
Jefferson Co. Corrections 
Department in 1984, but 
they were unable to iden¬ 
tify the victim. The prints 
were entered into NamUs 
in 2008. 

Keith Dollinger, a foren¬ 
sic specialist analyst with 
KSP AFIS, was asked to 
review the missing per¬ 
son’s case due to his famil¬ 
iarity with the NamUs sys¬ 
tem. Initial examination 
suggested that the victim’s 
prints had been improper¬ 


ly recorded at the time of 
the autopsy. In reviewing 
the fingerprints, Dollinger 
recognized, based upon 
pattern classification and 
ridge-flow within the fin¬ 
gerprint pattern, that one 
set of prints appeared to be 
transposed (left-hand fin¬ 
gerprints on a right-hand 
strip card and right-hand 
fingerprints on a left-hand 
strip card). Searches of 
the FBI’s AFIS system 
yielded a match to Roy 
Andrew Langley, (DOB 
11/22/1949), who had been 
struck and killed in 1984 
by a semi-tractor trailer 
while walking on 1-65 near 
Elizabethtown. 

The victim’s sister 
was located in Texas and 
formally notified of her 
brother’s death. 

KSP Forensic Super¬ 
visor Paul Dorman said 
Dollinger’s expertise and 
dedication to his job led to 
the case being solved. 

“Keith’s dedication and 
desire to make sure every 
possible test has been done 
in every case he receives 
not only solved this case, 


but provided the victim’s 
family closure,” says Dor¬ 
man. 

Dollinger is an eight- 


year veteran of the agency 
and resides in Simpson- 
ville, Ky.

■ Tradewater Wildlife Man¬ 
agement Area (WMA) and 
Pennyrile State Forest were in¬ 
correctly labeled as open for the 
muzzleloader deer seasons in a 
chart on Page 29 of the printed 
guide. Those seasons are closed 
on both properties. 

■ Crossbow hunting for deer 
is not allowed on Higginson- 
Hemy WMA, except during 
youth weekends or for persons 
with a valid hunting method 
exemption permit. A chart on 
Page 30 of the printed guide 
omitted those exceptions. 

■ The rabbit trapping sea¬ 
son in the Western Zone ends 
Feb. 10, 2015. The printed 
guide listed an earlier date. 

The online version of the 
hunting and trapping guide con¬ 
tains these corrections. To ac¬ 
cess the guide online, log on to 
fw.ky.gov.

Liberty native J.W. Lynn tapped as a Kentucky Aviation Ace

The world is a beauti¬ 
ful place, especially from 
above, Danville-Boyle 
County Airport manager 
J.W. Lynn says. 

“I’ve been very fortu¬ 
nate,” Lynn said. “I’ve got¬ 
ten to see St. Elmo’s Fire 
and the Northern Lights, 
I’ve seen the Rocky Moun¬ 
tains, and both oceans in 
one day, and so many sun¬ 
sets that I can’t recall them 
all.” 

As a flight instructor and 
private pilot he became an 
expert in his field, running 
the airport with such finesse 
that it often goes overlooked 
without the controversy that 
other agencies attract ac¬ 
cording to Board Chairman 
Stuart Powell. 

“It’s the hidden gem of 
the community,” Powell 
said. “Most people have 
no idea how important this 
airport has been to the com¬ 
munity.” 

On Sept. 11, his career 
came full circle when Lynn 
won the Kentucky Avia¬ 
tion Ace Award at the 38th 
annual Kentucky Aviation 
Association Conference 
and Exhibition in Bowling 
Green. 

Other recipients were 
Georgetown-Scott County 
Airport Board Chairman 
Martin Thomas and Vice- 
Chairman William Taylor, 
and Muhlenberg County 
Airport Board member 
Kathy Miller. 

Lynn also was nominated 
for Airport Manager of the 
Year. 

“It’s a huge honor to get 
the award,” Lynn said. “I 
got phone call telling me I 
was nominated and to show 
up at the aviation conven¬ 
tion. It is quite an honor.” 

The Liberty native never 
had any doubt he wanted to 
fly, but he earned his wings 
the hard way, one step at at 
time. 

“Aviation’s been a pas¬ 
sion of mine ever since I 
could remember,” Lynn 
said. “When I was in the 
third grade my teacher told 
us to write a paragraph 
about what we wanted to 
be when we grew up. Every 
time something flew over I 
was looking at it, so I wrote 
about that.” 

“When I got older my 
parents said, Tf you want 
a car, get a job,’ so I got a 
job, working for Ameri¬ 
can Greetings,” Lynn said. 
“When I was a senior in 
high school, a buddy of 
mine said, T took my first 
step toward being a jet pilot 
this weekend.’ I said, ‘What 
are you talking about?”’ 

After one flight at the 
Jamestown Airport with in¬ 
structor Dr. Bruce Crandell, 
Lynn was hooked, he said. 

“He would give you a 
30-minute lesson, and of 
course I just loved it,” Lynn 
said. “I got my car paid off, 
got a better paying job, and 
started taking lessons.” 

Fate soon threw him an¬ 
other bone, he recalled. 

“There was a guy who 
was teaching me who had 
a six-seat Piper Cherokee,” 
Lynn said. “He would fly 
to Louisville and pick up 
boxes of orders. Since I 
was taking lessons and had 
shared my aspirations, he 
said, ‘Fly up to Louisville 
with me.’ Here we are in a 
six-seater at 6,000 feet and 
I thought, ‘Man, I have ar¬ 
rived.’” 

Few hobbies are as thrill¬ 
ing or passionate as fly¬ 
ing but it’s not cheap. As a 
young newlywed and father 
he resumed flight lessons 
after taking a phone com¬ 
pany job, first earning his 
private pilot’s license and 
then his instrument ratings, 
then a commercial license 
and eventually an airline 
transport license. 

While flying back and 
forth between Lexington 


with students and complet¬ 
ing more hours, Lynn also 
became friendly with the 
staff at Sprite Flite. 

“A lot of time their han¬ 
gar door would be open and 
there was a Lear jet sitting 
in there,” Lynn said with a 
smile.”There was a silhou¬ 
ette painted of a Lear com¬ 
ing in to land, so I thought I 
could fly that.” 

After moonlighting with 
the company as a co-pilot in 
a King Air turboprop, Lynn 
went full time in 2005, shut¬ 
tling athletes, entertainers 
and corporate heads every¬ 
where the wind could take 
them. 

“My favorite passenger 
was Hank Williams Jr.,” 
Lynn said. “We flew him for 
10 days and we took him to 
California to tape for Mon¬ 
day Night Football. Hank’s 
a big hunter and a gun buff, 
I know a little about guns 
because I’m a county boy. 
He wanted us to fly him 
to Montana to a huge gun 
store. We get to the airport 
and it’s so small that there 
is just a little building and 
a pickup truck. He told the 
guy to take him into town 
to the shop then come back 
to get us too. We walked 
around the gun store look¬ 
ing at guns with him.” 

The economic bust of 
2009 forced him back to 
the drawing board but it 
brought him closer to his 
true calling, Lynn said, a 
flight school and ministry, 
Wings of Refuge, he found¬ 
ed at the Danville airport. 

“Sometimes you have to 
get away from something 
you love to really see where 
you really fit,” Lynn said. 

Some students were pay¬ 
ing clients, he recalled. Oth¬ 
ers were just people who 
wanted to try a flight. Some 
were fighting their own in¬ 
ner demons, he explained. 

“You can invite people to 


share it with you at church, 
but they aren’t always go¬ 
ing to come,” Lynn said. 
“Sometimes they know they 
aren’t going to be accepted, 
or are going to be ashamed. 
There was one couple I took 
up who drugs had obvious¬ 
ly worked on them. I took 
them up and they loved it. 
When we came down, they 
said ‘thank you,’ then she 
came back and hugged me. 
I haven’t forgotten that.” 

“I miss that the most,” 
Lynn said. “When I was 
out flying the jets across 
the country, I lived out of 
a suitcase, but the minis¬ 
try allowed me to talk to 
people. I have a biblical 
world view, I truly believe 
in the Bible, and I want to 
share my faith with people 
in a way that shows I really 
care about them. When I’m 
flying across the country 
I’m at 40,000 feet and you 
look down on all this and 
to me it’s obvious, there’s 
an intelligent design behind 
it. For me, this didn’t just 
happened, there is too much 
specific complexity behind 
this. I felt an inner nagging, 
‘Lord, I want to do some¬ 
thing to share your kingdom 
with people, what can I do?’ 
It was an inner persistence, I 
couldn’t think of what to do 
to call it. In a Bible study I 
ran across a sentence about 
‘taking refuge in the shadow 
of your wings,’ so thats how 
the name came about.” 

Medical issues grounded 
Lynn’s instructing career 
earlier this summer after a 
seizure, he said. Thinking 
that it was permanent, he 
sold his flight school and 
his last plane, only to find 
out it may have been a tem¬ 
porary side effect of a blood 
pressure medication. 

Lynn hopes to return to 
teaching, concentrating on 
the basics he said have been 
lost in the technological 


shuffle. 

“They don’t fly any faster 
than they did in the 1960s, 
but the flight instruments 
are different, “ Lynn said. 
“They are computer screens 
now. You take off and you 
put the gear up and once 
you’ve programmed it, you 
don’t have to touch any¬ 
thing until you land. Some 
of them will even land 


themselves. They are very 
technologically proficient 
but they get away from ba¬ 
sic flying skills. I like to go 
back to basics, a little tail- 
wheel plane demands it.” 

Lynn will have his hands 
full in the meantime, Pow¬ 
ell explained, as he over¬ 
sees the implementation of 
a new fuel farm at the facil¬ 
ity. 

FAA officials recently 
gave final approval for the 
project, which Powell said 
will cost $355,057 in fed¬ 
eral funds. A state grant 
of $250,000 recently was 
increased to more than 
$323,000, Powell added. 

In the first phase, Bowl¬ 
ing Green-based T.P.M. 
Inc. Environmental Con¬ 
tractors will replace two 
underground, 12,000-gal¬ 
lon fuel tanks with above¬ 
ground units by the end of 
this year. 

A new ramp will be al¬ 
low planes to drive up to the 
strip, Powell said. A new 
heliport also will be poured 
adjacent to it on a spot cur¬ 
rently used as a filling sta¬ 
tion. 

“We hope to have the 
fuel system in operation in 
a very short time,” Powell 
said. “In the meantime the 


other fuel tanks can operate 
and we can switch out in a 
day or two.” 

Once the new system is 
running, Powell explained, 
the Board will get approval 
to remove the old tanks and 
fill in the area, a process 
requiring an environmen¬ 
tal clearance. That portion 
likely will wrap up in the 
spring, Powell said. 

Lynn and Powell have 
other dreams for the future, 
including a second cor¬ 
porate hangar that would 
accommodate a new con¬ 
cept, a fractionally owned 
jet used by several regional 
companies, similar to a 
time-share unit. 

“It speaks well for our 
county to have a waiting 
list,” Lynn said. 

The airport currently 
houses or is used by a va¬ 
riety of services, Lynn said. 
Including Air Evac and jet 
medical transports, power¬ 
line and pipeline patrol, and 
crop dusting. 

It also is an invaluable 
link for manufacturers who 
use it to ship goods, Lynn 
added. Plans are underway 
for a second helicopter firm 
to join the roster, one Lynn 
said could provide rotary 
flying instruction.
